Victims young as 13 when gang struck tell of their ordeals

VICTIMS of sexual abuse at the 
hands of a gang of six Banbury 
men have spoken about their or- 
deal. 

Some of the girls were just 13-years- 
old when they were exploited by the 
men, who were convicted of a catalogue 
of sexual offences between 2009 and 
2014. 

The men were jailed for a total of 31 
years and nine months at Oxford Crown 
Court on Friday. 

One victim, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, said she went along with 
the men because they were popular and 
she thought it would be fun. 

But she said: “I always knew there was 
something wrong but just didn’t want to 
believe it or thought it was just normal 
for them to act like that. 

“It’s not just affected me. It’s affected 
my family. It was an addiction.” 

Another girl said: “The men put me 
against my family — it was really clever. 

“When I started hanging around with 
them I felt important. I had no friends 
and they were the only people left to 
talk to. 

“It was a big part of my life and I was 
scared.” 

The girl praised the team who helped 
her during the investigation. 

She said: “I would like to work in 
CSE (Child Sexual Exploitation) in the

future and help others who are going 
through this.” 

Oxford Crown Court had heard how 
most of the young men met through 
organising activities under the name 
‘Fiddy Events’ to raise money for a foot- 
ball club.

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Friends and family gather to 
pay their tributes to ‘lovely lad’ 


Chinese lanterns released in 
honour of the 23-year-old 
who died in hospital last week

TRIBUTES have poured in to 
remember Banbury resident Kyle 
Byfield after he died in hospital last 
week. 

Mr Byfield was discovered 
suffering from puncture wounds at a 
flat in Jubilee Court, Banbury, after 
police were called last Thursday 
at about 8am. He was taken to the 
Horton General Hospital but died 
later that day. 

Family and friends have now 
gathered to remember a man 
described as “a lovely lad” who 
“always had a smile on his face”. 

A small group, including Mr 
Byfield’s mother, set off Chinese 
lanterns in memory of the 23-year- 
old at parkland at Foscote Rise, 
Banbury, on Friday night. 

It is believed he had been visiting 
friends in Jubilee Court, where 
police were called in the early hours 
of Thursday morning. 

Friend Nick Townsend, who helped 
organise the event, said everyone in 
the close-knit community was still 
in shock, but people wanted to do 


something to pay their respects. 

He added the family were still too 
shocked to talk about their son. 

The 32-year-old said: “I’ve known 
Kyle for about eight years and the 
news does just not seem real at the 
moment. 

“T was only with Kyle a few weeks 
ago and now this. I was in the work 
van when I found out and I just had 
to be dropped off and met his family 
and friends. 

“He did not have a bad bone in his 
body and he couldn’t hurt anybody. 
It’s hard for us to take.” 

Rachel Morrison was a friend of 
Mr Byfield’s mum and said their 
children went to school together at 
St John’s Roman Catholic Primary 
School and Blessed George Napier 
Catholic School in Banbury. 

She said he “always had a smile on 
his face”. 

The 44-year-old added: “He was a 
lovely lad, a cheeky chappy and was 
funloving. He was very sporty and 
played rugby. My daughter, Rebecca, 
was friends with him throughout 
school and she is in bits because she 
has lost a close friend. 

“T used to take him to school in the 
morning. We wouldn’t wish this on 
anyone.” 

On Thursday police cordoned off 
the area surrounding the flats while 
a forensics team investigated.

All election candidates 
said they would vote 
against their own party

ALL six parliamentary 
candidates made a pow- 
erful commitment to the 
Horton General Hospital 
at an NHS-themed hus- 
tings for the Banbury con- 
stituency. 

Asked whether they would 
vote against their own party 
if it brought forward a policy 
that would damage the Hor- 
ton, each agreed. 

The meeting at St Mary’s 
Church last Thursday night 
was attended by Victoria 
Prentis, Conservative, Sean 
Woodcock, Labour, Ian Mid- 
dleton, Green, Roseanne 
Edwards, National Health 
Action Party, John Howson, 


Liberal Democrat, and Dick- 
ie Bird, Ukip. 

The question was posed by 
chairwoman Anita Higham 
OBE. She said: “We are not 
going to be addressing any 
aspect of the political agen- 
da. We are focusing exclu- 
sively on healthcare through 
the NHS, and how it will im- 
pact local people’s lives and 
the Horton.” 

Mr Bird said: “We are lucky 
in Banbury constituency 
because all six people here 
support the NHS. We haven’t 
allocated enough money.” 

National Health Action 
Party candidate Ms Edwards 
said: “We would call for an 
immediate cash injection 
from the tax system and an 
end to tax-dodging. 

“We would find immedi- 
ately between £4 billion and 
£10 billion by ending the in- 
ternal market.” 

Mr Howson emphasised 
the importance of a strong 
economy to future NHS ser- 


vices. The Health and Social 
Care Act 2012 was also debat- 
ed, with Sean Woodcock say- 
ing Labour would repeal it. 

Controversial moments 
during the debate came 
when Ms Prentis noted the 
“troubling” shortage of GPs 
in Bicester, and said: “The 
amount of women working 
part-time means we have 
fewer working GPs. We need 
to encourage back-to-work 
arrangements.” 

It was also noted that, at 
present, about £1,200 a min- 
ute is spent by the NHS on 
agency nurses. 

In response to this Mr 
Middleton suggested a rule 
insisting people who have 
trained in the NHS must stay 
there for a set period. 

One audience member, 
John Morgan, cast doubt 
on Horton-centric thinking 
in the debate. He said: “The 
Horton is a satellite of the 
JR and we have got to accept 
that services are better at the 


JR. It’s a worldwide reputa- 
tion hospital.” 

This was refuted by anoth- 
er participant, who pointed 
out a growing Banbury popu- 
lation, set to rise by 22,500 by 
2031, would need more medi- 
cal facilities. 

About 100 people attended 
the hustings, including pu- 
pils from Banbury Academy 
and Chenderit School. More 
than 1,200 leaflets had been 
distributed by the Keep the 
Horton General Campaign, 
which organised the event. 

Campaign chairman Keith 
Strangwood spoke during 
the debate, saying more than 
1,700 local people went to the 
JR last year for emergency 
surgery. Emergency abdomi- 
nal surgery was scrapped at 
the Horton in 2013. 

Speaking afterwards, he 
said: “If we lost any more 
services we will be down- 
graded. The fact all six of 
them came shows they know 
it’s the number one issue.” 


Council backs new trains request 


NEW trains are to be 
requested for the county’s 
railway lines by Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

A motion proposed by 
Liberal Democrat councillor 
Bob Johnston was backed 
unanimously by members of 
the council. 

It also called for the council 
to examine the possibility of 
asking train operators to 
reopen stations in areas 
such as Wantage and 
Yarnton. 


Mr Johnston said: “We 
must get the right rolling 
stock for the railway in 
Oxfordshire. Some of the 
trains are not fit for this part 
of the 21st century.” 

Green Party councillor 
David Williams said: “We are 
supporting the motion as 
part of ongoing pressure on 
the Government for 
investment in rail 
infrastructure. Reopening 
stations in parts of the 
county like Wantage, Grove 


and Yarnton would reverse 
the effects of the Beeching 
cuts.” 

Those cuts saw the railway 
network restructured in the 
1960s. And Labour councillor 
Nick Hards pointed out 
pressure must be put on 
Network Rail, which 
maintains the track. He said: 
“The Department for 
Transport on its own cannot 
actually do what we want 
because the railway line is 
run by a private operator.”

A NURSERY chef will step 
through the ropes of a 
boxing ring for the first time 
in 15 years for charity. 

Neil Derry was an amateur 
boxer as a teenager. He 
used to train at the Witney 
Amateur Boxing club from 
the age of 14 to 17. 

Now 33, Mr Derry will 
exchange blows with a 
mystery opponent during the 
White Collar Boxing event at 
the Spiceball Leisure Centre 
in Banbury on May 9. 

The event will raise 
money for national charity 
Promise Dreams, which helps 
seriously and terminally-ill 
children and their families 
turn dreams into reality. 

He will be lining up 
among 40 voluntary boxers, 
including ten women, who 
are currently being trained 
by former professional MMA 
fighter Paul Hillman at the 
EP Gym in Banbury. 

Mr Derry, who worked in 
childcare for five years, said 


he loves the adrenaline rush 
of being punched. 

Mr Derry added: “I don’t 
mind getting punched in the 
face because it makes you 
feel more alive and it puts 
you up in the zone. 

“The rush of it is there 
because when you are doing 
day-to-day stuff you don’t 
feel quite alive until you do 
something that scares you 
and when you know the 
punch is coming there is 
nothing like it. 

“When I was younger I was 
a bit of a pain in backside, 
running round and fighting 
so starting boxing forced me 
to mature. 

“So when they put me in 
the ring and I was getting 
punched, it is a different 
experience and it really 
matured me as a man. 

“Promise Dreams showed 
me a video before I got 
involved and it just showed 
how lucky we really are 
because some of the kids 
in the videos had it really 
tough. 

“There was this one girl 
who had just finished school 


and she was told she would 
have to be tube fed for her 
life so, so it is nice to give 
back to people like that. 

“T feel privileged to do this. 
When I go into the ring ’m 
going to be doing it for this 
young girl and the pain of 
being in a boxing ring is 
nothing compared to what 
these children go through.” 

Mr Derry’s 37-year-old 
trainer Mr Hillman, who 
has lived in Banbury for six 
years, added: “I am training 
40 boxers for this event so 
there could be almost 20 
bouts and I make sure they 
are matched with someone 
within 2 kilos of their 
weight. 

“Neil is a powerful boxer 
and a really hard hitter so he 
will go toe to toe, which will 
make for a really good fight. 

“When the new ones 
start they can be timid and 
you watch them grow in 
confidence and now I have to 
tell them to stop hitting each 
other so hard.”

Breakfast 
clubs are 
promoted 


Breakfast ‘improves attendance, behaviour and learning’ 


Schools are urged to 
set up clubs but extra 
funding must be found

SCHOOLS across_ the 
county should set up 
breakfast clubs to help 
less advantaged families 
according to councillors. 
But they will have to find 
their own ways of funding 
them as the county council 
said it did not have the cash. 
A report that went before 
Oxfordshire County Council 
education scrutiny commit- 
tee, said having breakfast 
improved attendance, atten- 
tion, behaviour and learning. 
A letter promoting breakfast 
clubs and encouraging their 
introduction will be sent to 
head teachers and governing 
boards in the county. 
Councillor Gill Sanders, 
who put forward the idea, 
said: “We can’t require the 
introduction of breakfast 
clubs but we can commend 
them to schools and acade- 
mies. It not only gives young- 
sters a good start to the day, 
they will be able to concen- 
trate more.” 
There are 187 breakfast 


clubs in Oxfordshire but less 
than seven percent of five- to 
1l-year-olds have access to 
them, the county council’s 
children’s services said. 

For the 53,971 primary 
school children in the age 
range, there are only 3,581 
places at breakfast clubs. 

The report said it was up 
to schools and academies to 
either use its own resources 
or seek charitable or private 
business grants. 

Councillor Sanders said 
the council could help with 
this. 

She said: “We have to go 
out and look for sponsors 
to come forward. People are 
struggling at the moment, 
with zero-hour work and 
cuts in benefits they are 
struggling to support their 
families. 

Cabinet member for Educa- 
tion Melinda Tilley admitted 
the council had no money to 
contribute. 

But she said: “We can cer- 
tainly help schools that want 
to set up breakfast clubs and 
we will support them in any 
way we can. 

“We haven’t got any mon- 
ey but we can facilitate the 
start-up and we could ap- 
proach sponsors.” 

She said schools could use 
its Pupil Premium money to 
set up a breakfast club.

A NEW van to take food from 
donors to Banbury Foodbank 
distribution centres has been 
partly paid for by Oxfordshire 
County councillors, who 
lamented the fact that more 
funds may not be on the way.

Work starts on 
residential home 


£7.5m project offers 
hi-tech facilities as well as 
specialist dementia care

BUILDING work is under 
way on a state-of-the-art resi- 
dential home in Banbury 
which will offer dementia 
and respite care. 

Residential care provider Care 
UK has started work on its first 
care home in Oxfordshire at 
North Bare Place near the Peo- 
ple’s Park. 

The three-storey building, 
costing £7.5 million, will provide 
full-time residential and nursing 
care for over 70 people. 

Each of its 73 ensuite bed- 
rooms will boast a flat screen TV, 
an adjustable bed and a 24-hour 
nurse call system. 

It’s a case of all mod cons else- 
where too with a cinema, hair- 


dressing salon and cafe all on 
site as well as other space set 
aside for hobby and leisure ac- 
tivities. 

The wheelchair-friendly land- 
scaped gardens will give resi- 
dents the chance to enjoy the 
great outdoors. 

The care company hopes the 
building will allow residents to 
live active and full lives while at 
the same time promoting their 
independence. 

Richard Pearman, business de- 
velopment director at Care UK, 
said: “We assess all our locations 
for new care homes very care- 
fully and we were fortunate to 
identify such an attractive cen- 
tral location in the town. 

“We are confident the special- 
ist care services that will be of- 
fered by our new home are need- 
ed, and that the home will make 
a valuable contribution to the 
town for many years to come.” 

Work on the home is expected 
to be complete by spring 2016. 

Up to 75 jobs will be created 
once the home opens, with about 


50 of those for carers and team 
leaders. 

There will also be 12 catering 
and housekeeping staff hired, 
eight nurses and five manage- 
ment roles. 

Healthcare Development Ser- 
vices Ltd has designed the plans 
and is supervising the building 
work. 

Mark Briggs, senior project 
surveyor for HDS said: “Con- 
struction has got off to a great 
start. 

“We are currently on schedule. 
At its peak we expect the project 
to bring together around 40 con- 
struction workers on site to de- 
liver the care home. 

“This is a key development for 
HDS and we look forward to see- 
ing the building take shape as a 
fantastic facility for the commu- 
nity.” 

Care UK manages 114 care 
homes across the UK caring for 
more than 6,500 residents. 

When built the new home will 
join 10 other care homes cater- 
ing for the elderly in Banbury.

Appeal for action over decline in wildlife 


ADRAMATIC decline in wildlife 
in Oxfordshire is to be examined 
by Oxfordshire County 
Council’s cabinet. 

County council members 
passed a motion last week 
calling on the cabinet to 
consider what it could do to stop 
the drop in numbers. 

The motion, proposed by 
Green Party councillor Sam 
Coates, said the Berks, Bucks 
and Oxon Wildlife Trust 
believed wildlife in the county 
had declined by almost 60 per 


cent since 1970. David Williams, 
who seconded the motion, said: 
“These figures are very 
dramatic. 

“This is not something 
happening in Africa or Asia. It is 
here and is affecting our lives.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
John Howson also supported the 
motion but said he was 
concerned by some aspects. 

He said: “It is a typical Green 
Party motion in this council 
which says everything is awful 
and there is nothing good at all. 


“Re-introduction of the Red 
Kite in some parts of this county 
is a success story.” 

And county council chairman 
Anne Purse made a rare 
intervention in the debate to 
support the plans. 

She said: “Protecting wildlife 
does not just mean protecting a 
few pest species. 

“Voting for this motion would 
mean us discharging our duties 
to wildlife.” 

The motion was passed by 36 
votes to 15 with one abstention. 


Chef’s plea over 
itchens

Restaurateur adds his 
name to letter appealing 
to health trust over meals 


RAYMOND Blanc has backed 
a campaign to halt the clo- 
sure of community hospital 
kitchens in Oxfordshire. 

The celebrity chef, who runs 
Le Manoir aux Quat’Saisons at 
Great Milton, is one of 16 high- 
profile signatories of a letter to 
Oxford Health NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

They warn the plans to close 
kitchens at Chipping Norton, 
as well as Didcot, Wallingford, 
Wantage and Witney commu- 
nity hospitals and serve patients 
ready meals — known as cook- 
chill — instead could end up cost- 
ing the trust more. 

The letter, addressed to Oxford 
Health chief executive Stuart 
Bell, read: “We ask you to halt 
the closure of kitchens at our 
community hospitals... and to 
carry out a thorough public con- 
sultation before changing to pre- 
packed ready meals which are 
delivered to Oxfordshire from 
another part of the country. 
Statistics published by the Care 
Quality Commission, the inde- 
pendent NHS regulator, show 
that patients prefer food which 
is freshly cooked from scratch.” 

It goes on: “Trusts may be able 
to make short-term savings by 
closing kitchens, for example, 
by making redundancies to ca- 
tering staff directly employed 
by the trust. However, some hos- 
pitals are showing it might cost 
more to buy food from private 
contractors.” 

The letter has been signed by 
the co-ordinator of the national 
Campaign for Better Hospital 
Food Alex Jackson, chairman 
of the Hospital Caterers Asso- 
ciation Andy Jones and Jacquie 
Pearce-Gervis, chairwoman

of Oxfordshire’s Patient Voice 
group, who previously said the 
move would be a “step back to 
the Dark Ages”. More than 320 
people have signed an online pe- 
tition opposing the move. 

An Oxford Health spokesman 
said cook-chill meals would 


cost a third of fresh food, and 
savings could be put back into 
clinical services. She said: “The 
most recent survey, conducted 
in March, showed 90 per cent of 
patients rated [cook-chill] food 
as good or excellent and ten per 
cent rated it as acceptable.”

A GROUP of art students who 
last year pioneered “knitting 
to jazz” have 20 days to fund 
this year’s Banbury show.

ART students have been raising 
awareness of the decline of bumblebees. 

Banbury and Bicester College art 
pupils have collaborated with not-for- 
profit arts-science organisation Pale Blue 
Dot on a project called Bees and Weeds. 

The project hopes to raise awareness of 
the environmental issues linked to the 
decline in bees through exhibitions and 
art interventions. 

Jane King of Pale Blue Dot said: “The 
UK is seen as an urban nation, but 
around 70 per cent of our land is 
agricultural. Research by environmental 
scientists published in the report State of 
Nature 2013, shows that over half of our 
wildlife is in decline. This is largely due 
to changes in the landscape caused by 
industrial methods of farming. We have 
lost half of our bird populations from the 
countryside and wild pollinators, such as 
bumblebees, are in serious decline. 

“The impacts are greatest in rural 
counties such as Oxfordshire. We want to 
raise awareness of the issues and 
encourage people to support wild 
pollinators in their gardens by planting 
more wild flowers.” 

Research from the University of Sussex 
has reported that bees are declining due 
to parasites, pesticides and a lack of 
flowers, with more bumblebees nesting 
in urban and suburban gardens than 
countryside such as Oxfordshire. 

The students have created calico bicycle 
seat covers picturing flowers that were 
used for “cycle seat bombing” where 
hundreds of bikes were covered, as well 
as printed homewares and gift cards. 

The items are currently on display at 
The Old Fire Station gallery in George 
Street and will be up for sale until 
Saturday, April 25.

RISING electricity bills were the 
top concern identified by Cherwell 
residents in a district-wide survey. 

The third annual Energy and 
Environment survey ran for six 
weeks last winter, ending in 
January. 


Around 400 participants took part, 


answering 20 multiple-choice 
questions on ways to improve the 
environment. 

Residents were asked to rate how 
far they agreed with a series of 
statements. 

Of those, 76 per cent agreed they 
were worried about the increasing 
cost of electricity bills.

Ed Potter, Cherwell’s head of 
environmental services, said: “As

“The results will now be used to 
tackle some of the issues and 
provide support and advice to 
alleviate any worries.”

Nore businesses 
set up in county 


Business experts put the 
boost down to growing 
confidence in economy 


MORE new companies were 
founded in Oxfordshire last 
year than ever before, ac- 
cording to the latest Compa- 
nies House figures. 

A total of 4,653 businesses were 
formed in the county in 2014 
compared to 4,295 in 2013 — the 
previous best year. 

There are now 5.5 per cent 
more active firms in Oxford- 
shire than a year before and 27.5 
per cent more than five years ago 
according to a survey by compa- 
ny records management website 
informdirect.co.uk. 

The firm, which uses Compa- 
nies House records to compile 
regional lists, said 2014 was a re- 
cord year for the UK as a whole, 
with a total of 586,784 businesses 
formed. 

The number of businesses 
dissolved in Oxfordshire also 
increased from 2,674 in 2013 to 
2,795 last year. 

At the end of the year there 
were a total of 35,597 businesses 
registered in Oxfordshire, the 
website found. 

Business experts said the re- 
cord figure reflects growing con- 
fidence in the economy, while 
entrepreneurs say the county of-

fers an unbeatable diversity for 
businesses and customers. 

A total of 1,053 businesses 
were registered in Cherwell, 
1,018 in Oxford, 1,017 in South 
Oxfordshire, 818 in West Ox- 
fordshire and 747 in the Vale of 
White Horse. 

Oxfordshire Chamber of Com- 
merce president Peter Smith 
said: “We have found many peo- 
ple have started their own busi- 
nesses, encouraged by the eco- 
nomic recovery, ability to gain 
funding and lower corporation 
tax.” 

Oxfordshire business cam- 
paign group ROX said the fig- 
ures reflected a national picture 
where people who may have lost 
their jobs in the recession tried 
to set up on their own. 

But spokesman Graham Jones 
cautioned that there had always 
been a high fail rate in new 
companies. He said: “People 
start with good ideas but they 
haven’t necessarily done their 
homework sufficiently. But it 
still shows there is energy and 
enthusiasm.” 

Bianca Elgar launched her 
fashion business Be Unlimited 
in November from her home 
address. The mum-of-two said 
what Oxfordshire had offered 


her was a wealth of expertise 
from like-minded independent 
businessmen and women. 

Mrs Elgar, 53, said: “I didn’t 
need to go very far to meet the 
right people. There is good net- 
working in Oxfordshire.” 

She officially launched her 
line at Oxford Fashion Week in 
November and with a show at 
Modern Art Oxford. 

Among the other new compa- 
nies, ACE apprenticeship acad- 
emy in Kidlington launched a 
new not-for-profit company leas- 
ing scooters to apprentices to get 
to work around the county. 

James Morris, who co-founded 
city centre cafe Jimbob’s Ba- 
guettes in Oxford with his friend 
Bob Sayers last April, said: “Ox- 
fordshire has a great amount of 
students with student loans to 
spend, a lot of tourists with holi- 
day budgets. It’s just a good set- 
ting with a lot of opportunities.” 

He said the economic recovery 
had definitely been part of the 
duo’s thinking when deciding to 
start a business last year. 

Fraser and Emily Jones opened 
their Barefoot Kitchen bakery at 
Oxford’s Covered Market in Sep- 
tember after Mrs Jones’ Sum- 
mertown stall, launched in 2013, 
proved a hit. 

Mrs Jones, 38, said success for 
new businesses was down to the 
county’s diversity of people and 
businesses.

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Paranoia rules OK in crime 
thriller set in Stalin’s USSR 


CHILD 44 
15, 137 mins 


ADAPTED from the first novel of 
Tom Rob Smith’s award-winning tril- 
ogy, Child 44 is a dense crime thriller 
steeped in the suspicion and paranoia 
of the Stalin-era Soviet Union. 

Scriptwriter Richard Price faces an 
uphill battle — one he doesn’t always 
win - to condense more than 400 pages 
of political intrigue and sinewy sub- 
plots into a free-flowing narrative that 
won't distract multiplex audiences 
from their popcorn. 

He succeeds in fits and spurts, aided 
by Swedish director Daniel Espinosa, 
who energised the Denzel Washington 
and Ryan Reynolds thriller Safe House, 
and performs some of the same magic 
here in propulsive action sequences. 

Espinosa flexes his muscles in com- 
pelling early scenes, recreating a key 
moment in the Battle of Berlin in 1945, 
when Soviets raised their flag over the 
Reichstag building. 

War-hardened soldier Leo Demidov 
(Tom Hardy) is the man wielding the 
standard, cheered on by best friend 
Alexei Andreyev (Fares Fares), while 
cowardly comrade Vasili Nikitin (Joel 
Kinnaman) watches enviously from 
the sidelines. 

Fast-forward eight years and these 
three men are working side by side as 
Moscow’s secret police under the aegis 
of Major Kuzmin (Vincent Cassel). 

Alexei’s young son dies on the train 
tracks in suspicious circumstances 
and the grieving father becomes con- 
vinced that a murderer is on the loose. 

When Leo investigates, Kuzmin 
shoots him down: “Stalin tells us mur- 
der is strictly a capitalist disease.” 

Soon after, Leo’s wife Raisa (Noomi 
Rapace) is branded a traitor but the po- 
liceman refuses to disown her. 

“You should have given me up. That’s 
what wives are for,” she coldly informs 
him, before they are banished to the 
bleak industrial town of Voualsk. 

Leo is determined to unmask the 
boy’s murderer and joins forces with 
local lawmaker General Nesterov 
(Gary Oldman) to disprove Stalin’s as-

sertion that there can be no murder in 
paradise. 

Meanwhile, the unlikely culprit, a 
factory worker called Vladimir (Paddy 
Considine), hunts more unsuspecting 
victims with impunity. 

Based on the real life case of Andrei 
Chikatilo, the so-called Butcher of Ros- 
tov, who was sentenced to death for 52 
murders, Child 44 is a slow burn that 
gets bogged down in exposition. 

Some of the cast are more comforta- 
ble than others with the thick Russian 
accents, including a couple of notice- 
able wobbles. 

Hardy is a typically brooding and 
emotionally conflicted central figure, 
who is forced to address his own trans- 
gressions when murderer Vladimir 
scolds: “Hero, monster — we are both 
killers, you and I.” 

The bitter rivalry with Kinnaman’s 
backstabbing compatriot is sketched 
in broad strokes while Rapace’s love 
interest feels slightly undernourished 
too, although she relishes one pivotal 
scene in which Raisa laments the lack 
of free will afforded her sex. 

Espinosa sustains tension, despite 
dramatic detours that prolong the run- 
ning time to a testing 137 minutes.

Tyre pressure machine trial 
New technology may help save lives 


A NEW tyre pressure checking 
system is being trialled at a 
motorway services in the UK and 
could potentially save 25 lives 
every year and 1,500 serious 
injuries. 

The new technology is being 
tried out at the southbound Keele 
Services on the M6 motorway. It 
works by cars, trucks and buses 
driving over the monitoring 
system with no need to stop or for 
the driver to get out and physically 
check the tyres. A display then tells 
the driver how much pressure 
there is in the tyres. 

This unique technology has been 
developed in the UK and its 
inventors say it could offer the 


nudge drivers need to check their 
vehicles’ tyre pressure more 
regularly. Currently, 25 road 
deaths and 1,500 serious injuries 
every year are attributed to 
vehicles with incorrect tyre 
pressures. 

Developed by Wheelwright in 
the UK, the system can offer a 
print-out of the vehicle’s tyre 
pressures or an on-screen display. 
There will be air lines close to the 
system, so drivers can top up their 
cars’ tyre pressure if necessary. 

Studies show that 86 per cent of 
cars in the UK have incorrectly 
inflated tyres and 12 per cent are 
dangerously under-inflated. With 
properly inflated tyres to the 


correct pressure, drivers can save 
up to 5 per cent in fuel bills. 

John Catling, WheelRight's chief 
executive, said: “The Highways 
Agency has identified tyre 
pressure under-inflation as a major 
cause of accidents on the UK's 
roads. 

“We are delighted to be 
partnering with them to deliver 
automatic, free tyre pressure 
checks for commercial and private 
drivers at Keele. 

“The simplicity, ease, 
convenience and speed of the 
WheelRight system will encourage 
drivers to check their tyre 
pressure’s more regularly, without 
the need to get out of the vehicle.”
